"We had the house under surveillance 


for two months," said Barrington Police 
Lt. Ronald Hemmingson. "We got com- 
plaints from people saying young adults 
were going in and out of this house all day 
and night. 


"When we gathered enough evidence we 


obtained a search warrant. . . Some young 
people talked to us and said they didn't 
like what was going on," said Hemming- 
son. 


LT. HEMMINGSON led the raid on the 


house along with Barrington Police Chief 
Joseph Muscarello, another lieutenant and 
a detective. 


"Two youths were going toward the 


front door," he explained. "At the same 
time, two of the narcotics agents met 
t h e m 
and they 
all began 
talking. 


Evidently 
they thought the 
narcotics 


agents were members of the party be- 
cause all four of them went in the front 
door together. 


"We went inside about 30 seconds la^er 


and all the youths were lined up with their 
hands against the wall with the stereo go- 
ing. We found marijuana and other nar- 
cotics which have not been 
examined 


yet." 


Castella, LaRue, and two other youths 


had rented the house about two months 
ago, according to Hemmingson.

AN OVERHEAD ramp for postal in- 


spectors, which will cover almost the en- 
tire working area, also is proposed. Em- 
ployees will have the use of locker rooms 
and a large lunch room which aren't in- 
cluded at the present building. 


Another new feature of the proposed 


building is a medical room where injured 
employes can be professionally treated. 


Under a lease construction program, the 


site will be assigned to the successful bid- 
der, who will control the property, con- 
struct the building and lease it to the post 
office department, according to Mrs. Mar- 
tha Webster, Palatine Postmaster. 


"The land and building will remain on 


local tax rolls," she explained. The gov- 
ernment's capital investment will be limit- 
ed to postal equipment, according to the 
postmaster. 


ALTHOUGH THE post office has been 


located on Brockway Street for only 10 
years, postal operations rapidly have out- 
grown the building. 


Currently, the 
Palatine 
Post 
Office 


serves about 46,000 people, although the 
village population is about 24,000. A total 
of 29 city routes and two rural routes are 
included in the territory. 


"We've been overcrowded for a long 


time," said Mrs. Webster, who remem- 
bers five years ago when only 39 employes 
worked at the post office. "Now, we have 
95 workers," she said. 


During the Christmas mail rush, it was 


necessary to use rented quarters in addi- 
tion to the main building. 


Thieves No Worry

If you drive along Rand Road near Ar- 


lington Heights and spot Bill Parisi's 1962 
Ford Fairlane. you would be surprised — 
but only slightly 


Parisi's car is plastered with advertis- 


ing for Motorola, the company for which 
he works in Franklin Park. However, 
many cars today are plastered with ad- 
vertising for various causes, 


But if you tried to steal Parisi's car, you 


would experience the surprise of your life. 


Linked to the four doors, the hood, and 


the trunk is a siren, similar to the type 
used by police. When Parisi leaves the 
car. he switches on the system by a lock 
on the side of the car. 


IF A BURGLAR tries to pick the lock, 


the siren can be heard many, many blocks 
away. The only way to switch off the 
alarm is with a key; the wiring for the 
siren is sealed into the body of the car. 


Parisi an Arlington Heights resident, 


says the alarm and the advertising are 
designed to attract attention. He devel- 
oped the system after two of his cars were

stolen, and two youths tried to steal a 
third car. 


The first two cars were stolen in Chi- 


cago. When two boys tried to steal his car 
in Elmwood Park, Parisi almost gave up. 


"By this time you are ready to lose 


faith in human nature and even start en- 
tertaining an idea to go out and steal a 
car yourself." 


However, he didn't give up. Instead, 


working with borrowed tools (his tools had 
disappeared in his first two cars), he de- 
veloped a burglar-proof car, with acces- 
sories, for about $400. 


The accessories are, perhaps, the most 


intriguing part of the car. They include an 
in-car telephone and facilities for appli- 
ances. 


A DIAL telephone is installed on the 


passenger's side. It allows Parisi to dial 
anywhere from the moving car. 


The utility plug allows him to plug in a 


12-volt coffee maker, if he wants a quick 
cup of coffee while stopped along the

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Five Years Ago...More Money Was Available

"Way Back 
When" will talk about life in Rolling 
Meadows and Palatine years ago. To- 
day's first article talks about 1964 — 
five years ago.)

There was considerably more money 


available to various groups in Palatine 
five years ago, when the annual town 
meeting took place, than there was this 
year. 


An overflow crowd, estimated at 500, 


saw electors distribute $254,000 in surplus 
funds, with $71,000 going to the town fund. 
General assistance came in for $30,690, 


while road and bridge was allocated $152,- 
300. 


Prior to the town meeting, auditors an- 


swered pointed questions from representa- 
tives of the various groups, who requested 
transfer of part of the funds to their 
group. 
Rolling Meadows Police Chief Cy Camp- 
bell, was approved by the electors. 


IN ADDITION, 
the 
electors 
voted 


against changing the fiscal year from 
March 1 to February 28, 1965, but said 
they would consider this next year. A ste- 
nographer to record the minutes of the 
next town meeting, was approved. 


In addition to money matters, the Pala- 


tine Village Board in 1964 was considering 


a request by the Palatine Committee on 
Human Relations, for the creation of a 
nine-member 
Human 
Relations Com- 


mittee. It would provide "an atmosphere 
of complete Democratic acceptance of all 
people." 


Rolling Meadows was busy considering 


development possibilities from Sears and 
Sam Pancotta. 


SEARS ANNOUNCED plans for a 100- 


acre center, and Rolling Meadows an- 
nounced it would seek to annex the prop- 
erty. Schaumburg had the same idea, so 
Mayor John Woods said Rolling Meadows 
would have more to offer Sears than 
Schaumburg. 


Sears, meanwhile, considered remaining 


in an unincorporated area, but later chose 
Schaumburg. 


Pancotta made the first request for 


planned development (Meadow Trace) un- 
der Rolling Meadows new zoning code, 
calling for 680 units on 33 acres. 


With the possibility of a new Sears, plus 


a housing development, a special assign- 
ment project was introduced to install 
sidewalks in downtown Rolling Meadows. 
The city council adopted a recommenda- 
tion of the Board of Local Improvements 
to carry out the $32,585 program. 


However, a street lighting project that 


accompanied the sidewalk program was 
stiffly opposed and remained in the hands 
of the Board of Improvements. 


IN SPITE OF some store owners, who 


felt sidewalks "would create more prob- 
lems than they solve," Chief Campbell 
said walking downtown is hazardous. 


A Berwyn builder suggested a 400-unit 


apartment, divided into four buildings, 
consisting of 100 units each, in Palatine. 
The site would be Chicago Avenue and 
Quentin Road. 


A proposed car wash on Old Northwest 


Highway near Baldwin Road, was opposed 
at a Palatine Zoning Board meeting by 65 
residents from Lake Park Estates subdivi- 
sion, across the road. A man, already in 
the car wash business, was on hand to

weeks before he could begin to serve li- 
quor. It will take him that length of time 
— assuming the new license is renewed on 
Thursday — to get his equipment in oper- 
ation. 


HE TOLD THE Herald that his restau- 


rant, 
which recently 
added additional 


space for a bar, was "in great need" of 
the license. 


The fight for the license, which is val- 


ued highly because of the increase in rev- 
enue it usually brings, began in May, 1967, 
when Vassos announced he would expand 
his facilities to include space for a bar. 


At that time, he applied for a liquor li- 


cense. Only one license was available at 
that time 


However, other restaurant owners, in- 


cluding Phil Anaston of the 
Arlington 


Swedish House, 203 N. Evergreen, applied 
for the license 


ON MARCH 22, Woods announced that 


the number of liquor licenses in the vil- 
lage would not be increased, and Coun- 
tryside did not gain the only available li- 
cense. 


In November, Vassos was one of six 


persons who testified before a meeting of 
:he Arlington Heights Village Board to de- 
termine who should receive one of the sev- 
eral licenses available. 


Other competitors for the license includ- 


ed Anaston, Peter Petmezas (who hopes 
to open a restaurant at Algonquin and Ar- 
lington Heights roads), Ole Christiansen 
(who 
plans to open a restaurant near the 


Tollway), and Angelo Geocaris (who plans 
a Brown Bottle restaurant on Rand Road). 


Walsh told the Herald yesterday that the 


only license granted was the one that went 
to Vassos. In November, when Vassos ap- 
peared before the board, there were no 
strenuous objections raised at that time. 


VASSOS HAD OPENED his remodeled 


and expanded restaurant in December, 
but has used the cocktail lounge portion as 
strictly a restaurant. 


The addition was built on a vacant lot 


that was formerly occupied by Hansel's 
delicatessen. The original building, demol- 
ished 20 months ago, served as a resi- 
dence for the Hinz family. 


Between 18B2 and 1914, the building was 


used by a Dr. Dyas for a drug store, and 
from 1914 through 1942 the sign on the 
building read Rubner's Drug Store. 


The building was vacant during two of 


the war years and then Ed 
Christen 


opened a delicatessen which he managed 
until 1956. Since then the property has 
housed several small delicatessen busi- 
nesses. 


BEFORE COUNTRYSIDE came into ex- 


istence, the last occupant named the 
building Patches Pantry. That building 
was closed in November, 1966, on order of 
the village sanitarian, who uncovered nu- 
merous structural problems. It was then 
torn down. 


The decision to grant Countryside the 


liquor license leaves the other applicants 
— primarily Anaston and Christensen — 
in limbo. They will probably have to wait 
until May 1, and at that point Walsh may 
tak^ action to either grant licenses. Or, he 
may delay a decision for the moment.

lecting national political convention 
d»legate< from Illinois. 


It ha- already passed the state 


Senate by a vote of 44-1 a bipartisan 
endorsement that bodes well for its 
fate in the House 


The bill ar»-e from the complaint 


heard every four years — partial- 
lady vociferously last year — that 
party bosses have too much control 
over the delegations, and that the 
delegations may not truly reflect 
the sentiment of the voters 


The>e are valid complaints, and 


touch on one of the essential weak- 
nesses of the delegate system in llli- 
noi-:. There -implv is no guarantee 
:n r h i > state 'hat the preferences ex- 
pressed by the dHesations at the 
national 
nominating 
conventions 


will indeed be the preferences of the 
citizens. 


Under the current system, for 


both Republicans and Democrats, 48 
convention delegates are elected at 
the rate of two for each of the 
state's 24 Congressional districts. 
The national committeeman and na- 
tional committeesvoman automati- 
cally become delegates, with the 
rest of the delegates picked in party 
conventions. 


In 1968. the formula did not pre- 


sent a severe problem in the Re- 
publican delegation, which num- 
bered 58 representatives at Miami. 
Forty-eight of the 58 were elected, 
and only eight were picked by party- 
leaders. 


But for the Democrats, who sent 


118 delegates to Chicago, it meant 
only a minority — the 48 from the 
Congressional districts — were cho- 
sen by vote of the people. It clearly 
opened the way for cries of "foul" 
and "stacking the delegation." 


The new formula would require 


that all national convention dele- 
gates of either party be elected, 
with the exception of the national 


c o m m i t t e e m a n a n d 
com- 


mitteewoman. The delegates would 
be elected in equal number from 
each Congressional 
district, with 


those necessary to fill out a delega- 
tion to be elected at large. 


Thus, in 1972, if the Republican 


delegation is again to number 58, 
there would be 48 elected at the rate 
of two each from the Congressional 
districts, eight elected at large and 
the automatic naming of the com- 
mitteeman and committeewoman. 


The Democrats, if they are to 


again number 118, would elect 96 on 
the basis of four from each Congres- 
sional district, and 20 at large. 


The election of delegates will nev- 


er be completely removed from the 
influence of the major political par- 
ties, no' as long as they can put can- 
didates in the field for the delegate 
races. But this plan would open up 
the situation to challengers as never 
before. 


The bill is sound, sensible, fair 


and constructive, and it deserves 
approval by the House and the gov- 
ernor.

Because of the increased costs, schools 


have had to either raise their tuition or 
close 


The Archdiocese of Chicago, which runs 


thn largest Roman Catholic school system 
in the world, and includes St. Viator, Sa- 
cred He;irt. High School in Rolling Mead- 
ows and the down or so Catholic ele- 
mentary schools in the area, reported last 
week that, a six per rent enrollment de- 
crease is expected next year. 


Part of the decrease has been attributed 


to higher tuition costs and part to the 
school closings or threats of closings. 


THIRTEEN CATHOLIC schools have re- 


quested permission to close their doors. 
By doing this, they are sending hundreds 
of students into the already-crowded pub- 
lip schools, causing problems not only for 
the Catholics who wanted their children to 
attend parochial schools, hut also for the 
other taxpayers who must bear the burden 
of providing for additional students. 


St. Viator, as is the case with many 


parochial schools, is faced with a heavy 
debt. Its decision not to raise tuition in 
spite of this debt is a service to the area. 


It's also a great service to the young 


men who will attend St. Viator. 


There are very few things quite like at- 


tending an all boys Catholic High School. 
As a graduate of one, I can still recall, 
quite vividly, some of the things that 
made us a little different from the public 
school students. 


LIKE THE HAIRCUT I received from 


one of the Christian Brothers when I 
waited a little too long to get one on my 
own. 


Or the sore knuckles I had after failing 


to say "sir" when talking to one of the lay 
teachers. 


Or the suit coats and ties we had to 


wear every day because the brothers felt 
students would act more, like gentlemen if 
they were dressed like gentlemen. It 
worked, most of thn time. 


The discipline at Catholic high schools is 


legend to those who attended them. Unhin- 


dered by the complaints of parents to 
school board members, or threats of law- 
suits, the brothers had no reservations 
about belting a kid if he deserved it. And 
not once did I see it happen if a kid didn't 
deserve it. 


THE QUALITY OF education was cer- 


tainly comparable to that offered by the 
public schools, particularly the public 
schools in Chicago, where I went to 
school. 


If there is any difference between the

two in the suburbs, it may be that the 
public schools have better facilities, but I 
would doubt if the public school teachers, 
who must be concerned with their own 
livelihood and other material 
matters, 


are as dedicated to teaching as •are the 
religious. 


Our communities have a great need for 


parochial schools. When the schools, such 
as St. Viator, take risks to keep them- 
selves alive and accessible to those who 
need them, they deserve a vote of thanks. 


might then go on to naming the planned 
Schaumburg high school something like 
Schaumburg High School and the proposed 
Buffalo Grove high school Buffalo Grove 
High School. 


THE ERROR OF Mrs. Dresser's way is 


that she indulges herself in what is known 
in logic as the false premise — building 
an entire argument on a faulty corner- 
stone. 


She is 180 degrees off in declaring that 


community pride should be discounted in 
picking the name for a school. I contend 
community pride should have everything 
to do with it. and where the name hasn't 
already been used up by another school in 
town, the school should bear the name of 
its hamlet. 


We forget sometimes that our schools 


are integral parts of our towns, supported 
by our taxes, grooming our children and 
even representing our fortunes on athletic 
fields. They project something about us by 
their reputations and their products, and 
to pretend that they would educate our 
children any less by giving them towns' 
names is just nonsense. 


TIIK VERY I'HiUK that can lead to 


naming a school after its community can 
help produce a better school, and a 
school's pride in itself can nourish the 
community. 


It is Mrs. Dresser's — and Martin's — 


contention that schools should be named 
for human beings who have served the 
world and their fellow men. She laments 
that a student can't identify with his 
school if it carries his town's name, but 


that somehow he can get special vibra- 
tions and inspiration if it carries the name 
of. say. Louisa May Alcott. 


I just don't accept that. It strikes me 


that it's a lot easier to link yourself with a 
living, breathing town than with a name 
plucked from the past, and that hanging 
the name of a town on a school makes for 
a clearer target when students, teachers 
and parents want to demand excellence. 


I AM NOT unalterably opposed to nam- 


ing schools after people to be sure. I' 
makes infinite sense in communities like 
these where there is such a proliferation 
particularly of elementary schools. 


But then I think we should strive to do 


justice to individuals who in some way 
have contributed or brought honor to the 
area or school district. There comes to 
mind Palatine's 
William Fremd High 


School. Prairie View's Adlai Stevenson 
High School. Chicago's DuSable 
High 


School, Waukegan's Jack Benny Junior 
High School. 


If we don't use some kind of judgment 


in tapping "Who's Who" for school names, 
we open up a Pandora's box that produces 
labels like John Hersey, to which numer- 
ous citizens responded. "Who's he?" That 
contributes nothing, to student or commu- 
nity. 


The temptation may be to honor our 


particular favorites, cultural, political or 
otherwise, witness the current Martin 
nominee for the Rolling Meadows High 
School: Leonard Bernstein. 


It's flattering, of course, when you can 


then elicit a visitation from the school's 
namesake, as when Hersey dropped in for 
the Hersey dedication. 


BUT HOW MUCH — in the future — 


will the students be able to identify with 
the namesake, and how much inspiration 
can they draw from him. or her? 


That's an especially vexing question 


when you consider the possibilities with 
which a school board might indulge itself. 
We could have a Charles Goren High 
School, or an Arnold Palmer Junior High, 
or an Erma Bombeck Grade School. 


We could even, as Mrs. Dresser half- 


seriously suggested, have a John Lennon 
High School. 


Of course, there would be an advantage 


in that. If they ever built an addition to it. 
they could call it Yoko Ono.

To give Hansen his due, he said publicly 


that his organization has kept its nose out 
of village elections.

In Mount Prospect and Elk Grove Vil-

together an organization more effective 
than the Regular Republican one. 


In Elk Grove Village, Jack Pahl brought 


the weight of old friends from Chicago's 
5()th Ward and a place called Albion, 
Mich., into the fight and they tipped the 
scales for Pahl. 


PAUL'S OLD PERSONAL friends, they 


say, did a pretty good job of rounding up 
a solid vote in a few weeks while Hansen's 
army floundered. 


In the Teichert camp, the jubilation 


over the defeat of the Republican machine 
was obvious. The Hansen crew which 
backed Congreve was puzzled by the re- 
sults. Nothing like it had happened before. 


Carl Hansen himself usually keeps his 


own council about the inner workings of 
township political fights, but it is safe to 
say he is not happy with the results of two 
weeks ago. 


The re-election of Jack Pahl and the 


election of Robert Teichert places the 
township political scene in a new light. 
Pahl is now the dominant political force 
south of the tollway. Teichert's penchant 
to politics outside the village is still un- 
known. 


If Pahl and Teichert ever get together

Jenness told The Herald that the Forest 


View faculty reached that conclusion Fri- 
day in its latest assessment of the school's 
on-campus smoking experiment. 


"We have no greater incidence of smok- 


ing in the building and I think a little 
less." Jenness added. 


Forest View was given permission last 


fall to establish a smoking area on its 
grounds Before that, stuclent.s wishing to 
smoke frequented a muddy tract across 
from the high school along busy Goebbert 
Road 


SOMK iiKiti SCHOOL Dist. 214 srhool 


board members, in voting Forest View 
students on-ground.s smoking privileges, 
had expressed the hope that fewer stu- 
dents would smoke if it wasn't "forbidden 
11 uit ' 


Jenness said that the number of 


smokers did drop off for a while, but he 
hesitated to draw a long-term conclusion. 


He did admit that "there does not seem 


to be any greater incidence of smoking." 


The Herald made the check of the For- 


est View set-up this week because stu- 
dents at other high schools, notably Elk 
Grove where smoking is flatly banned 
within sight of the school, are seeking the 
same privilege. 


The Dist. 214 school board, in approving 


the on-grounds smoking area for Forest 
View, said the same privilege could be ex- 
tended to any of the other Dist. 214 
schools — Arlington, Prospect, Elk Grove, 
Wheeling, and Hersey. 


Hersey High School could make the 


same case as Forest View High School, 
that of students in danger from traffic.

"We had the house under surveillance 


for two months," said Barrington Police 
Lt. Ronald Hemmingson. "We got com- 
plaints from people saying young adults 
were going in and out of this house all day 
and night. 


"When we gathered enough evidence we 


obtained a search warrant. . . Some young 
people talked to us and said they didn't 
like what was going on," said Hemming- 
son. 


LT. HEMMINGSON led the raid on the 


house along with Barrington Police Chief 
Joseph Muscarello, another lieutenant and 
a detective. 


"Two youths were going toward the 


front door," he explained. "At the same 
time, two of the narcotics agents met 
t h e m and they all began talking. 
Evidently they thought the narcotics 
agents were members of the party be- 
cause all four of them went in the front 
door together. 


"We went inside about 30 seconds later 


and all the youths were lined up with their 
hands against the wall with the stereo go- 
ing. We found marijuana and other nar- 
cotics which have not been 
examined* 


yet." 


Castella, LaRue, and two other youths 


had rented the house about two months 
ago, according to Hemmingson 


Monday that Forest View school officials 
had a key advantage in making its 
request to the board. 


Students, the Student Council, the facul- 


ty and the Teacher Parent Council all en- 
dorsed 
the proposal 
to designate a 


smoking area on school grounds. 


"I would expect the same sort of thing 


from any other school community making 
a similar request," Gilbert asserted. 


At Dist. 214 schools where smoking is 


not permitted on school grounds, teachers 
are expected to spend a certain amount of 
time patrolling washrooms. Some schools 
have taken doors off toilet stalls in the 
most heavily-used washrooms to make 
surveillance easier. 


Elk Grove Principal Robert Haskell esti- 


mates five to 10 students are picked up 
weekly for smoking in the school building. 


H. Louis Schultz, assistant prinicpal at 


Hersey High School, says when a student 
is caught smoking the first time the policy 
is to suspend him until a parent confer- 
ence is held. 


A second offense draws a one-week sus- 


pension, as parents are warned when they 
come in with the first-time-caught offen- 
der. 


SCHULZE SAID that Hersey has more 


trouble with smoking in girls' washrooms 
than in similar facilities for boys. 


"It is more socially acceptable for boys 


to go outside to smoke," he explained. The 
girl who doesn't want a reputation for 
being tough, but has "the nicotine habit," 
is the one who will sneak a smoke rather 
than go across the street," Schulze said. 


Prospect High School does not permit 


smoking on school grounds — but unoffi- 
cially designates an area just off the 
edges of the school grounds for student 
smokers. 


In a poll, one in every 10 Prospect stu- 


dents admitted to lighting up in school 
despite the rules. About 60 per cent of the 
student body said they thought the smok- 
ing rules should be updated. 


Wheeling High School smokers congre- 


gate away from streets — but near neigh- 
bors, some of whom complain.

Thieves No Worry

If >ou drive along Rand Road near Ar- 


lington Heights and spot Bill Parisi's 1962 
Forrl Fairlane, you would be surprised — 
but only slightly. 


Parisi's car is plastered with advertis- 


ing for Motorola, the company for which 
he works in Franklin Park. However, 
many cars today are plastered with ad- 
vertising for various causes. 


But if you tried to steal Parisi's car, you 


would experience the surprise of your life. 


Linked to the four doors, the hood, and 


the trunk is a siren, similar to the type 
used by police. When Parisi leaves the 
car, he switches on the system by a lock 
on the side of the car. 


IF A BURGLAR tries to pick the lock, 


the siren can be heard many, many blocks 
away. The only way to switch off the 
alarm is with a key; the wiring for the 
siren is sealed into the body of the car. 


Parisi an Arlington Heights resident, 


says the alarm and the advertising are 
designed to attract attention. He devel- 
oped the system after two of his cars were 


stolen, and two youths tried to steal a 
third car. 


The first two cars were stolen in Chi- 


cago. When two boys tried to steal his car 
in Elmwood Park, Parisi almost gave up. 


"By this time you are ready to lose 


faith in human nature and even start en- 
tertaining an idea to go out and steal a 
car yourself." 


However, he didn't give up. Instead, 


working with borrowed tools (his tools had 
disappeared in his first two cars), he de- 
veloped a burglar-proof car, with acces- 
sories, for about $400. 


The accessories are, perhaps, the most 


intriguing part of the car. They include an 
in-car telephone and facilities for appli- 
ances. 


A DIAL, telephone is installed on the 


passenger's side. It allows Parisi to dial 
anywhere from the moving car. 


The utility plug allows him to plug in a 


12-volt coffee maker, if he wants a quick 
cup of coffee while stopped along the

Five Years Ago...More Money Was Available 


(Heginnlng today, and continuing ev- 


ery Tuesday, The Herald will give Its 
readers a bit of nostalgia. "Way Back 
When" will talk about life in Rolling 
Meadows and I'alatine years ago. To- 
day's first article talks about 1964 — 
five years ago.)

There was considerably mo~e money 


available to various groups in Palatine 
five years ago, when the annual town 
meeting took place, than there was this 
year. 


An overflow crowd, estimated at 500, 


saw electors distribute $254,000 in surplus 
funds, with $71,000 going to the town fund. 
General assistance came in for $30,650, 


while road and bridge was allocated $152,- 
300. 


Prior to the town meeting, auditors an- 


swered pointed questions from representa- 
tives of the various groups, who requested 
transfer of part of the funds to their 
group. 
Rolling Meadows Police Chief Cy Camp- 
bell, was approved by the electors. 


IN ADDITION, 
the 
electors 
voted 


against changing the fiscal year from 
March 1 to February 28, 1965, but said 
they would consider this next year. A ste- 
nographer to record the minutes of the 
next town meeting, was approved. 


In addition to money matters, the Pala- 


tine Village Board in 1964 was considering 


a request by the Palatine Committee on 
Human Relations, for the creation of a 
nine-member 
Human Relations 
Com- 


mittee. It would provide "an atmosphere 
of complete Democratic acceptance of all 
people." 


Rolling Meadows was busy considering 


development possibilities from Sears and 
Sam Pancotta. 


SEARS ANNOUNCED plans for a 100- 


acre center, and Rolling Meadows an- 
nounced it would seek to annex the prop- 
erty. Schaumburg had the same idea, so 
Mayor John Woods said Rolling Meadows 
would have more to offer Sears than 
Schaumburg. 


Sears, meanwhile, considered remaining 


in an unincorporated area, but later chose 
Schaumburg. 


Pancotta made the first request for 


planned development (Meadow Trace) un- 
der Rolling Meadows new zoning code, 
calling for 680 units on 33 acres. 


With the possibility of a new Sears, plus 


a housing development, a special assign- 
ment project was introduced to install 
sidewalks in downtown Rolling Meadows. 
The city council adopted a recommenda- 
tion of the Board of Local Improvements 
to carry out the $32,585 program. 


However, a street lighting project that 


accompanied the sidewalk program was 
stiffly opposed and remained in the hands 
of the Board of Improvements. 


IN SPITE OF some store owners, who 


felt sidewalks "would create more prob- 
lems than they solve," Chief Campbell 
said walking downtown is hazardous. 


A Berwyn builder suggested a 400-unit 


apartment, divided into four buildings, 
consisting of 100 units each, in Palatine. 
The site would be Chicago Avenue and 
Quentin Road. 


A proposed car wash on Old Northwest 


Highway near Baldwin Road, was opposed 
at a Palatine Zoning Board meeting by 65 
residents from Lake Park Estates subdivi- 
sion, across the road. A man, already in 
the car wash business, was on hand to

The lamp goes with his self-designed 


back seat portable writing desk. In the 
summer, he pulls off the road under a 
tree and works on his full-length novel. 


That's not all. He has installed a stereo 


tape player system, with a special mount- 
ing to allow the speakers to "breathe" 
and adjust to atmospheric conditions, im- 
proving sound quality. 


In addition, he has installed a full-length 


rear view mirror almost as wide as the 
windshield, driver identification on the in- 
side left side of the car, and an antique 
horn. 


Parisi takes special pride in the horn. 


He can pull up behind a driver, sound the 
conventional horn, then hit the antique 
horn, which send out an ah-00-gah sound. 
The driver, expecting two cars, sees only 
one behind him. 


Parisi, who writes for the house organ 


"Voice of Motorola," is one of the few 
victims of car theft who fought back. 
There are plenty of victims. The Chicago 
Police Department reports that in 1967 a 
total of 32,459 cars were taken. 


SINCE 1960, AUTO theft has increased 


over 100 per cent all over the country. In 
Chicago, over half of those arrested were 
under 18 years of age. 


The Chicago Police Department advises 


common sense precautions: lock your car, 
close the windows, and keep personal 
property out of sight in the car. Police 
also suggest a well-lighted place to leave 
a car overnight. 


It also warns car purchasers to closely 


examine a used car. Beware of fast-talk- 
ing salesmen, a missing identification 
plate, and a license plate that looks as if 
it may have been switched recently.

Forest View High School Principal Law- 


rence Jenness says his on-campus smok- 
ing area is doing what it intended — get- 
ting smokers off the street 


Jenness told The Herald that the Forest 


View faculty reached that conclusion Fri- 
day in its latest assessment of the school's 
on-campus smoking experiment. 


"We have no greater incidence of smok- 


ing in the building and I think a little 
less," Jenness added. 


Forest View was given permission last 


fall to establish a smoking area on its 
grounds. Before that, students wishing to 
smoke frequented a muddy- tract across 
from the high school along busy Goebbert 
Road. 


SOME HIGH SCHOOL Dist. 214 school 


board members, in voting Forest View 
students on-grounds smoking privileges, 
had expressed the hope that fewer stu- 
dents would .-.moke if it wasn't "forbidden 
fruit." 


Jennets 
said 
that 
the 
number of 


smokers did drop off for a while, but he 
hesitated to draw a long-term conclusion. 


He did admit that "there does not seem 


to be any greater incidence of smoking " 


The Herald made the check of the For- 


est View set-up this week because stu- 
dents at other high schools, notably Elk 
Grove where smoking is flatly banned 
within sight of the school, are seeking the 
same privilege 


The Dist 214 school board, in approving 


the on-grounds smoking area for Forest 
View, said the same privilege could be ex- 
tended to anv of the other Dist. 214 
schools — Arlington. Prospect, Elk Grove, 
Wheeling, and Hersey.

Some schools 
have taken doors off toilet stalls in the 
most heavily-used washrooms to make 
surveillance easier. 


Elk Grove Principal Robert Haskell esti- 


mates five to 10 students are picked up 
weekly for smoking in the school building. 


H. Louis Schultz, assistant prinicpal at 


Hersey High School, says when a student 
is caught smoking the first time the policy 
is to suspend him until a parent confer- 
ence is held. 


A second offense draws a one-week sus- 


pension, as parents are warned when they 
come in with the first-time-caught offen- 
der. 


SCHULZE SAID that Hersey has more 


trouble with smoking in girls' washrooms 
than in similar facilities for boys. 


"It is more socially acceptable for boys 


to go outside to smoke," he explained. The 
girl who doesn't want a reputation for 
being tough, but has "the nicotine habit," 
is the one who will sneak a smoke rather 
than go across the street," Schulze said. 


Prospect High School does not permit 


smoking on school grounds — but unoffi- 
cially designates an area just off the 
edges of the school grounds for student 
smokers. 


In a poll, one in every 10 Prospect stu- 


dents admitted to lighting up in school 
despite the rules. About 60 per cent of the 
student body said they thought the smok- 
ing rules should be updated. 


Wheeling High School smokers congre- 


gate away from streets — but near neigh- 
bors, some of whom complain. 


Arlington students who smoke off school 


grounds tend to disperse into a couple of 
nearby snack shops or scatter along the 
street.

but only slightly. 


Parisi's car is plastered with advertis- 


ing for Motorola, the company for which 
he works in Franklin Park. However, 
many cars today are plastered with ad- 
vertising for various causes. 


But if you tried to steal Parisi's car, you 


would experience the surprise of your life. 


Linked to the four doors, the hood, and 


the trunk is a siren, similar to the type 
used by police. When Parisi leaves the 
car, he switches on the system by a lock 
on the side of the car. 


IF A BURGLAR tries to pick the lock, 


the siren can be heard many, many blocks 
away. The only way to switch off the 
alarm is with a key; the wiring for the 
siren is sealed into the body of the car. 


Parisi an Arlington Heights resident, 


says the alarm and the advertising are 
designed to attract attention. He devel- 
oped the system after two of his cars were 
stolen, and two youths tried to steal a 
third car. 


The first two cars were stolen in Chi- 


cago. When two boyi tried to steal his car 
in Elmwood Park, Parisi almost gave up. 


"By this time you are ready to lose 


faith in human nature and even start en- 
tertaining an idea to go out and steal a 
car yourself." 


However, he didn't give up. Instead, 


working with borrowed tools (his tools had 
disappeared in his first two cars), he de- 
veloped a burglar-proof car, with acces- 
sories, for about $400. 


The accessories are, perhaps, the most 


intriguing part of the car. They include an 
in-car telephone and facilities for appli- 
ances. 


A DIAL telephone is installed on the 


passenger's side. It allows Parisi to dial 
anywhere from the moving car. 


The utility plug allows him to plug in a 


12-volt coffee maker, if he wants a quick 
cup of coffee while stopped along the 
road, or a reading lamp. 


The lamp goes with his self-designed 


back seat portable writing desk. In the 
summer, he pulls off the road under a 
tree and works on his full-length novel. 


That's not all. He has installed a stereo

Fifteen 
youths

charged with possession of narcotics and 
dangerous drugs Friday night after a raid 
by 30 law enforcement officers on a two- 
story frame house in Harrington. 


The arrests followed two months of in- 


vestigation with Harrington police, 
five 


federal and two state narcotics officers, 
three Lake County deputies and detectives 
Joseph T. Schrieber and Richard W. Rob- 
inson from Arlington Heights joining in 
the raid. 


Fourteen of the youths were arrested 


and booked at the Harrington Police sta- 
tion Friday night and released on Si .000 
bond each. One juvenile was released to 
the custody of her parents. They are to 
appear for a preliminary trial May 20 in 
Lake County Circuit Court in Wauconda.

A new post office in Palatine is closer to 


reality with this week's appeal for bids on 
construction of the new facility. 


Blueprints of the proposed building on 


Colfax Street near Eric Drive are now 
available and include facilities about sev- 
en times larger than the existing Brock- 
way Street offices. 


The contract is expected to be awarded 


about 30 days after the June 13 deadline 
for submitting bids. The building is sched- 
uled for completion a year after the con- 
tract is awarded, or around Septem- 
ber, 1970. 


Office space at the new post office will 


cover more than 23,000 square feet and 
there will be 77,000 square feet of parking 
area. In the lobby, six customer service 
windows are planned. The present post of- 
fice only has three. 


AN OVERHEAD ramp for postal in- 


spectors, which will cover almost the en- 
tire working area, also is proposed. Em- 
ployees will have the use of locker rooms 
and a large lunch room which aren't in- 
cluded at the present building. 


Another new feature of the proposed 


building is a medical room where injured 
employes can be professionally treated. 


Under a lease constructic-n program, the 


site will be assigned to the successful bid- 
der, who will control the property, con- 
struct the building and lease It to the post 
office department, according to Mrs. Mar- 
tha Webster, Palatine Postmaster. 
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Gerrit Rietveld Academie. Amsterdam, 
The Netherlands. Student going abroad 
may choose his artist-teacher in sculpture, 
painting, or printmaking, work as appren- 
tices.

Fourth Auto Is Burglar-Proof 


by TOM WELLMAN 


If you drive along Rand Road near Ar- 


lington Heights and spot Bill Parisi's 1962 
Ford Fairlane, you would be surprised — 
but only slightly. 
. Parisi's car is plastered with advertis- 
ing for Motorola, the company for which 
he works in Franklin Park. However, 
many cars today are plastered with ad- 
vertising for various causes. 


But if you tried to steal Parisi's car, you 


would experience the surprise of your life. 


Linked to the four doors, the hood, and 


the trunk is a siren, similar to the type 
used by police. When Parisi leaves the 
car, he switches on the system by a lock 
on the side of the car. 


IF A BURGLAR tries to pick the lock, 


the siren can be heard many, many blocks 
away. The only way to switch off the 
alarm is with a key; the wiring for the 
siren is sealed into the body of the car. 


Parisi an Arlington Heights resident, 


says the alarm and the advertising are 
designed to attract attention. He devel- 


Library Problem 


The Arlington Heights Library Board 


got a somewhat gloomy picture last night 
of their chances of diverting $150,000 from 
the building fund for the purchase of 
lxx>ks 


"As of this point I have not found any- 


thing to support the conclusion we want," 
said Atty. Marlin Smith, He stressed that, 
although his research was incomplete, the 
prospects were not strong for the transfer. 


The hoard found recently that it had the 


excess funds left over from a 196fi referen- 
dum for construction. It hopes to use the 
money to buy books for the sparsely-filled 
library 


THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES figured in 


the $150,000 in planning for the May 17 
joint referendum, which could raise the 
tax rate from 12 to 20 cents and sell $500,- 
000 in bond.', to buy the new books. 


Smith told the board that his research 


was about one-third complete. He stressed 
that the rules for spending money from 
voter-approved bonds were very specific. 
The money can only be used for the pur- 
poses stated when the bonds were issued 
and sold. 


A corporate ruling body cannot divert 


bond proceeds from one purpose to anoth- 
er, Smith said. However, to s«e the li- 


brary's situation in focus, he went back to 
the 1966 ordinance which approved the 
selling of $1,425,000 for site construction 
and purchasing of necessary equipment 
for a new library. 


SMITH SAID IT IS necessary to legally 


decide on whether books are considered 
necessary equipment. He said the Illinois 
cases pertaining to this specific issue are 
scarce and not very useful. 


Library board members and Smith 


pushed to have legislation passed after its 
referendum to build the new building was 
passed. The new statute inserted the 
phrase "or to acquire library materials 
including books..." after it stated bonds 
could be used for construction and pur- 
chase of necessary equipment. 


"In making the statute clear, we gave 


people a chance to challenge. We pointed 
out maybe books weren't covered in the 
original statute," Smith said. 


Board members directed the attorney to 


continue his research and report to the 
board at its next meeting on May 9. They 
approved changing the date of its regular 
meeting from May 13 to the proceeding 
Friday night because the attorney would 
not be able to attend the Monday night 
meeting. 


oped the system after two of his cars were 
stolen, and two youths tried to steal a 
third car. 


The first two cars were stolen in Chi- 


cago. When two boys tried to steal his car 
in Elmwood Park, Parisi almost gave up. 


"By this time you are ready to lose 


faith in human nature and even start en- 
tertaining an idea to go out and steal a 
car yourself." 


However, he didn't give up. Instead, 


working with borrowed tools (his tools had 
disappeared in his first two cars), be de- 
veloped a burglar-proof car, with acces- 
sories, for about $400. 


The accessories are, perhaps, the most 


intriguing part of the car. They include an 
in-car telephone and facilities for appli- 
ances. 


A DIAL telephone is installed on the 


passenger's side. It allows Parisi to dial 
anywhere from the moving car. 


The utility plug allows him to plug in a 


12-volt coffee maker, if he wants a quick 
cup of coffee while stopped along the 
road, or a reading lamp. 


The lamp goes with his self-designed 


back seat portable writing desk. In the 
summer, he pulls off the road under a 
tree and works on his full-length novel. 


That's not all. He has installed a stereo 


tape player system, with a special mount- 
ing to allow the speakers to "breathe" 
and adjust to atmospheric conditions, im- 
proving sound quality. 


In addition, he has installed a full-length 


rear view mirror almost as wide as the 
windshield, driver identification on the in- 
side left side of the car, and an antique 
horn. 


Parisi takes special pride in the horn. 


He can pull up behind a driver, sound the 
conventional horn, then hit the antique 
horn, which send out an ah-00-gah sound. 
The driver, expecting two cars, sees only 
one behind him. 


Parisi, who writes for the house organ 


"Voice of Motorola," is one of the few 
victims of car theft who fought back. 
There are plenty of victims. The Chicago 
Police Department reports that in 1967 a 
total of 32,459 cars were taken. 


SINCE I960. AUTO theft has increased 


over 100 per cent all over the country. In 
Chicago, over half of those arrested were 
under 18 years of age. 


The Chicago Police Department advises 


common sense precautions: lock your car, 
close the windows, and keep personal 
property out of sight in the car. Police 
also suggest a well-lighted place to leave 
a car overnight. 


It also warns car purchasers to closely 


examine a used car. Beware of fast-talk- 
ing salesmen, a missing 
identification 


plate, and a license plate that looks as if 
it may have been switched recently. 


Parisi could tell you about the first-hand 


experience of having a car stolen. He was 


asked if a car thief might strike again,

At Jordan 


A tree-planting project which gives the

delicatessen. The original building, demol- 
ished 20 months ago. served as a resi- 
dence for the Hinz family. 


Between 1882 and 1914, the building was

Bell Savings and Loan Association in Chi 
cago, Arlington Heights Issued building 
permits for 196 new homes valued at a 
total of almost $6 million The average 
value listed on permits was $30,340 


The village ranked fifth in the total 


number of permits for all building report- 
ed for March The total was over $4 5 mil- 
lion almost $2 million more than building 
m March of 1968 or for February of this 
year 


Arlington Heights' March report of 150 


building permits issued for homes valued
